Salem was seriously injured about 
uoon today when his left hand was 
•aught in the rollers of a shredding 
machine, and the hand was badly 
lacerated, the exact extent not being 
known this afternoon. 


Mr. Weir, in company with Ros- 


coe Lefforge and Wyatt BeH were 
shredding fodder this morning on 
Walter Sherwood's farm ncaiv New 
Salem, when the accident happened. 
The two men saw the seriousness of 
the accident and rushed Mr. Weir to 
Dr. Sexton's hospital in this city, 
where the injured hand was dressed 
this afternoon.

A^first examination showed that 


the hand was badly mashed, cut and 
bruised and several of the fingers 
were almust cut off. It was thought 
probable that all of the fingers with
